London, .June 22.—Dispatches from 
Lisbon via Madrid to the Dally Mall 
report 
that serious 
rioting has 
oc­ 
curred In the 
Portuguese capital, in 
which many persons were shot down 
by soldiers. 
The dispatch Is undated, 
but the riot referred to is one that was 
reported two or three days ago as a 
rather Insignificant affair. 
The trou­ 
ble. which grew out of the a r t #of the 
king In dismissing parliament and In­ 
stituting a government by decree, oc­ 
curred 
on the return 
to Lisbon 
of 
Senor Francor, the premier, who had 
mr d e a journey to Oporto In the hope 
of securing a popular endorsement of 
his p o lic y , 
a furious riot, It Is stated, 
occurred outside the railroad station 
in Lisbon during which the cavalry 
charged the 
mob and the 
Infantry 
fired into It. 
A rn ighborlng square was filled with 
the dead and injured laid out in rows. 
Mort of the injured were shot iii the 
legs es the troops fired low. 
The people fought with s'ones and 
held their ground bravely for hours. 
Women with their aprons tilled with 
stones supplied the men with the mis­ 
siles 
and urged them 
on. 
The dis­ 
patches say that on Thursday there 
was public 
mourning for the 
dead. 
Thursday night there was a renewal 
of the trouble and the 
troops again 
fired on the people, injuring many of 
them. 
The situation Is reported as grave, 
as Gip spirit of revolt is widespread. 
A censorship Is said to have been es­ 
tablished.

Public U tility Bill Passed by W iscon­ 
sin Legislature. 
Madison, Wis., June 22.—The public 
utility- bill passed by the legislature 
Friday is the most radical lawmaking 
step taken during this session of tile 
legislature. 
Tire measure had little 
opposition, 
except 
from 
municipal 
ownership advocates, who objected to 
the provisions that municipally-owned 
public utilities should he conducted un­ 
der the same style of hooks that cor­ 
porations are forced to adopt. 
Tire 
municipal ownership advocates fought 
this provision hard, but It was adopted 
despite the claims that It will make 
municipal 
ownership 
impossible 
in 
Wisconsin 
by exposing the 
extrava­ 
gance to which city-owned concerns 
an subject. 
Tire present bill provides In the first 
place 
that all concerns, 
private or 
public, supplying water, electric light 
or any other such convenience to tire 
people must be operated under a set 
of boo? s which show the allowance 
for depreciation and 
other such de­ 
tails. 
Municipal plants must make al­ 
lowance for the tax paid by private 
concerns in making rales for service 
and such rates must, be sufficient to 
continue the concern on a profit-pay­ 
ing basis. 
All the corporations Included in the 
net are under the control of the rail­ 
way commission and the bill includes 
every public utility except electric rail- 
w ays. 
The bill gives the railway commis­ 
sion power to fix rates for nil service 
by public utility corporations and all 
franchises now existent are made ex- 
clu Ive.

mony on Monday next. 
When the trial opened Friday morn­ 
ing ii was stipulated that the record 
should show that the date of the draft 
s»»nt by Haywood to Jack Simpkins 
late In 1005 was Dec. 21 and after that 
the prosecution proceeded to show by 
a handwriting expert that George Pet 
tiboni*. using the names of “J. Wolff” 
and ‘‘P. Bone,” made two remittances 
of money 
to Harry Orchard 
at San 
Francisco through the Pacific Postal 
Telegraph company in the fall of 1904 
The state next called Jim Seaborn. 
a colored horse trader, who swore* that 
he sold a horse and buggy to Orchard 
in Denver in 1905 and Identified Hay­ 
wood as one of the* 
men who rode 
with Orchard. 
After that the* defense 
admitted that In June, 1903, Haywood 
sent $7" to Steve Adams at Ogden and 
when the necessary showing had been 
made on the record the prosecution 
formally rented. 
The Taction for an Instruction to the 
jury to acquit was by agreement pre­ 
sented at the afternoon 
session and 
the jury was sent 
hack to the Jury

It may be a eau.-rn of surprise to many 


that the size of cannon crackers has 
been curtailed by the firm hand of law, 
but such is the case. 
Tho last session 
of the legislature passed the following 
regarding the m atter: 


CHAPTER 28 


An act to prohibit the m anufacture, 
use and sale of blank cartrid g e firearms, 
certain fire crackers and certain other 
explosives. 
Be it enacted by 
the legislature of 
the State of M innesota: 
Section I. 
Livery 
person who shall 
m anufacture, use, sell or keep for sale 
w ithin this state any 
blank cartridge 
pistol, blank cartridge revolver or other 
blank cartridge 
firearms, 
blank c a r­ 
tridges, caps, containing dynam ite and 
firecrackers exceeding three inches in 
length, arid exceeding one half of an 
inch in diam eter, shall be g uilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
Section 2. 
T h is act shall take effect 
and b e in forco from and after.Jan . I, 
1908.

GETS VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


Policy of French Cabinet Approved by 
the Chamber of Deputies— Mutineers 


at Beziere Surrender Their Arm s, 
Rioting at Montpellier. 


Paris), Juno 22.—Fortified by a vol*' 
of confidence in tho chamber of depu­ 
ties sad by rho recen t of assurances 
from Its representatives on tho spot. 
that the government forces gradually

South, til* irilnlstt th are less pessimis­ 
tic and incline to the belief that af­ 
fairs In Hie wine growing region are 
entering a less threatening phase. The 
mutiny and desertion from Beziers of 
a battalion of the Seventeenth regi­ 
ment, 
followed 
by 
circumstantial 
stories of similar d< feet ions at other 
garrisons, hut which later turned out 
to be untrue, caused widespread alarm 
not 
only 
in* 
official 
circles, 
but 
throughout the entire country. 
The war office lost no time In order­ 
ing ovorwh* lmlng numbers 
of fresh 
troops to the scene and in the course 
of th** day fully a score of regiments 
of all arm s were dispatched to Nar- 
boTin**, Montpellier, Beziers and other 
centers or were held in readiness for 
instantaneous departure. 
Just before the close of the cham ­ 
ber of deputies Premier Olemenceau 
was able to announce the surrender 
of 
th** mutinous

Seventeenth regiment and the hearty 
applause that followed indicated how 
deep was til** 
sense of relief

sioned by the news. 


Danger of C ivil W a r Not Averted. 
It is realized on all sides that, the 
danger of civil war by no means has 
completely disappeared, lait those at 
th** 
helm seem 
satisfied with 
the 
progress made toward the repression 
of anarchy. 
The ministers intend to 
take no chances. 
Martial law is now 
in force throughout the whole of the 
disturbed area and will be maintained, 
Premier Clem* nceau announced, until 
til* sovereignty of Hie law is assured 
and normal civic life can be resumed. 
The vote In the chamber of depu­ 
ties, it is believed, 
will be sure to 
have considerable effect on the mal­ 
contents. who apparently expected that 
th*- government’s repressive measures 
would net bo approved by parliament. 
The decision of the chamber to break 
standing rules and hold a session to­ 
day with 
a view of expediting 
the 
passage of the wine frauds bill it is 
hoped will assist in the work of con­ 
ciliation. 
Although apart from the mutiny in 
the Seventeenth regiment no serious
